I am overwhelmeil with care and labor. Of all 
su-bts ever beheld, I think I see the most pitiful, the 
rai *, terrible, every day, and almost every hour. The 
South tell ns. and yon, tost they “accept the situation 
in good faith ; ” that they are “disposed to deal justly 
»nd kindly by the urgu*: " that they ’recognize the 
Government of the United States as their Government.' 
There were never more unmitigated falsehoods uttered 
this side of hell. I know the facts. ' I witness them 
every hour. They “ accept the situation ” as the high¬ 
wayman does the halter. They “deal kindly with the 
negro,” »» the bawk does with the sparrow. They 
tainH are Hie most complaisant, and the most exac 
sinners that God, or President, ever “pardoned." They 
talk about their rights, and clamor against the demands 
of the Government, just as though they had nev ’ 
war to crush that Government out of existence ; 
dared its President: or starved its prisoners; or poi.
